sen.  heidi  heitkamp’s  in  a  tough  re-election  race,  something  she  acknowledges. 
The  polls  show  her  trailing  Rep.  Kevin  Cramer  by  double  digits.  She  was  in  the 
same  position  six  years  ago  before  squeaking  out  a  victory. 

It’s  a  reflection  of  her  determination  that  she  came  back  and  it’s  why  people 
aren’t  counting  her  out  this  year.  Heitkamp’s  a  tireless  worker  and  for  the  last 
six  years  she’s  toiled  in  the  Senate  trenches  building  coalitions  and  getting 
legislation  passed. 

While  a  Democrat,  she’s  not  afraid  to  work  across  the  aisle  to  reach 

compromises.  In  fact,  it  is  a  role  she  relishes  and  lists  as  one  of  her  greatest 
strengths. 

She’s  been  successful  in  getting  legislation  through  Congress.  Among  her 
accomplishments,  she  helped  write  a  bipartisan  bill  to  provide  regulatory  relief  for 
community  banks  and  credit  unions.
